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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 8/1 1 /04 consists of amendments to claims 8, 1 4, 1 6, 21 -26 and 
remarks related to claims. The claims are not allowable as explained below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 14-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

A first optical fiber optically connected to a second optical fiber without the use of 
refractive optical elements, a bend radius associated with an optical tap and a method 
of fabricating by fusing an optical coupler to a connector ferrule, joining a fiber to the 
ferrule, curing and providing a shroud have not been described in the specification. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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6. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: Claim 14 does 
not specify any structural relationship between the fibers and the connector. 

7. Claim 16 recite a bend radius associated with the tap, which is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schray 
(2002/0150372). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 
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Figures 1-44 of the instant invention are exactly the same (including reference 
numerals in the figures) as those of Schray and thus, Schray shows all the features of 
claims 1-13. 

10. Claims 14-26 and 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Asawa et al. (5712937). 

Asawa (Figures 1-14) shows an optical tap (or a wavelength division multiplexing 
assembly or an optical splitter) having a connector with a coupler and two optical fibers 
54, 56 of two cables optically connected without the use of any refractive optical 
elements. Fig 12 shows the ferrules for fibers 140 and 142 joined together. The use of 
optical tap in a patch panel and controlling the bend radius to less than 1.5 inches are 
inherent. Asawa further teaches the use of quartz substrate and glass waveguide, 
splitting an optical signal into a plurality of outputs and an optical connectors at the 
distal ends of the cables. The cables can carry optical signals at different wavelengths 
including 1550 and 1310 nm. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over general 
knowledge. 
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A method of fabricating an optical device using the steps of fusing, curing and 
joining and providing a protective shroud (boot) is considered general knowledge in the 
art of optical connector and would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
use these steps to fabricate n optical device. 

Conclusion 

1 3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. SO (6477309), Aloisio et al. (6576165) and Bloom (5917975).
